CaT It ha been sagely said that a wise min- 
ister won Id rather preserve ""peace than'gs in a 
victor' , because he knows that even the matt 
successful war leave* a nation poor, and even 
m ire profligate than before it. There are real 
evils that cannot be brought into a list of In- 
demnities and ths demoralising influence of 
war 1* not among the least of them. The 
triumphs of tfuth are the more glorious, 
chiufly because they are the most bloodless 
of all victories deriving their highest lustre 
from the saved, not from the slain. 

K in thi* peril-- tut crisis, the American 
people could In eto realize the force of 
this distinction . MM the victories of war and 
the majestic tr „ nph* of truth, we feel confi- 
dent that the mad and wu Led purpose to dis- 
integrate ibis Government and precipitate civil 
strife would yield before the calm considera- 
tion of the truth, as to it* wantonness, it* im- 
policy, its selfishness, and it* spirit of fiendish 
destructivenevs. War han been declared by 
the Gulf State* against the Government of the 
United Slates, aud there is no man who can 
give an intelligent reason why the fearful step 
ha* been taken. The venerable Crittenden has 
asked over and over again what wrong has 
Kentucky or the Sjuth ever suffered from the 
General Government, and ha has never receiv- 
ed a reply, for the moat satisfactory reason that 
none can be adduced. The suctions are quar- 
reiiug about abstract principles and are arm- 
ing to assert them, as it honor or glory could 
follow from their enforcement.

• which have devolved on as, when 
we are confining ourselves to the interests 
or tha nghu or the policy of sec- 
tion*, and neglecting the peace and 
happiness of" the whole country? We have 
all becme selfish, cold calculator* for present 
exigencies and neglect the broad and patriotic 
statesmanship which look* to the common hap- 
piness of all our people in the future. To whom 
are we to appeal then to take the initiative and 
•hake off this dangerous supineness, this fatal 
lethargy which prostrates the nation, at the 
very moment when all it* energies should be 
exerted for self-preservation:' Kvery man is 
interested in the preservation of peace, except 
those restless spirit* who have raised thi* 
storm. We can appeal then to the patriots, 
whoaa reverence for the law and respect for 
social order would prevent them from enga- 
ging in any effort to break through the barriers 
that protect property and life, and, what is 
dearer nilL, the honor of their families, which 
would be imperilled by civil war. We can 
appeal to every true and loyal American citi- 
zen to prevent the inauguration of strife, 
which would lay in waste the now ft rtile fields 
of onr country and bring famine and all its 
attending cohort of evils in it* train. We ran 
appeal to the husband, whose wife and darling 
babe* are dependent upon his supporting care 
and devoted protection, to pursue such a cau- 
tions, judicious, and patriotic course as will 
avert all impending dangers from the objects 
of his lore and solicitude. We can appeal to 
the brother, who, orphaned in early life, has 
used all tha efforts of his young manhood to 
raise and ednrate his sisters and minor brothers, 
that he will so act that they may not be de- 
prived of his guardianship and support, or ex- 
posed to all tha horrors which accompany the 
fell chariot of Bellona't bridegroom. 

In the present sickly aspect of our national 
affairs, when the imperious will of dangerous 
demagogue* is overawing the counsels of the 
wise and prudent, when anarchy is raging and 
military despotism is preparing to crush out 
the smouldering embers of liberty, wc feel that 
we can appeal to every man, whatever may be 
hi* condition in life, to old aad young, to rich 
and poor, who are residents of Kentucky, and 
exhort them to stand firm and unwavering to 
the true honor, tafcty, and loyalty of the State, 
and not permit their action* to he swayed by 
passion or thrir judgment to be obscured by 
prejudice.

Thus it seems, that, on Saturday last, Mr. 
H-r. in..::, the Attorney-General of the Con- 
federate State*, telegraphed to Blanton Dun- 
can asking to be informed immediately wh«t 
were the exact facts about the seizure at Cin- 
cinnati of provisions, arms, and other property 
belonging to Southern citizens, and by what 
order the eeizares were made. It was obvious 
from the face of Mr. Benjamin's despatch tbat 
the object of the Montgomery Government in 
wanting a precise statement of the facts, was 
to make that statement the ground of prompt, 
efficient, and important action. Under such 
circumstan-es, it was the solemn, tho sacred 
duty, of Mr. Blanton Ouncan, if he answered 
the despatch at all, to make only such an an- 
swer as be knew to bo strictly true in the very 
minutest particular. Now there was direct 
and authentic information here aa long ago as 
Friday, a whole day before Mr. Duncan 1 * an- 
swer was sent to Mr. Benjamin, aud the 
statement was published on the morning of 
Saturday, several hours before Mr. Duncan's 
answer was sent, that there was no seizure 
whatever of Southern arms or any other prop- 
erty at Cincinnati, that the arms, 4c. , were 
merely placed by their owners or custodians in 
the her. J- ot the police for safe keeping and 
deposited in a store to be transmitted to the 
consignees at Memphis and Little Rock, All 
this, we repeat, was well known here long be- 
fore Mr. Duncan's despatch was sent, and yet, 
for some purpose, at to which we shall venture 
no conjecture or speculation, that gentleman 
chose to telegraph to the Southern Govern- 
ment, without the slightest explanation, the 
very extraordinary statement that the Cincin- 
nati police seized thirty boxes of Memphis and 
Little Rock arms, that boats were examined, 
tbat provisions were withheld, 4c, 4c. We 
will not say that Mr. Duncan knew that hi* 
despatch would necessarily create an utterly 
false impression at Montgomery, but, if he did 
not, he knew less about the matter than aay 
other intelligent and respectable gentleman of 
this city; and, most assuredly, when a man is 
applied to by the representative of a Govem- 
ment for a precise statement of facts with an 
evident view to important national action, ha 
should be scrupulously careful to state tht 
truth and only what he knows to be truth, 
instead of sending off incorrect, reck leas, and 
hair-brained despatches calculated to incite 
retaliation, revenge, and outrage. We know 
not what aetioa the de* patch from thi* city 
may have jnompted the Sonthern Government 
to take, but the sending of it under all the 
circumstances of the case was a most unjusti- 
fiable and probably mischievous deed. 

And Mr. Duncan, not satisfied with making 
such an answer as he did to Mr. Benjamin's 
question, added the statement that 800 kegs of 
powder, destined for Louisville, were seized at 
Steubenville. This statement was just as un- 
founded us that in regard to Cincinnati. There 
wsa not the shadow of a truth'* ghost in it. 
The fact* are these-. The Dupont's, of Wil- 
mington, sent a quantity of powder to their 
agent in I'tttsbnrg to be forwarded to Louis- 
ville and St. Louis. The agent shipped the 
powder, but getting alarmed by just inch re- 
port* as Mr. Duncan has been telegraphing to 
the Southern Government, telegraphed to his 
merchant at Steubenville to take It from the 
boat and send it back to him. This was done, 
and 'tis all that was done. 

The editor of the Courier evidently appre- 
ciates the probable induenco of Mr. Duncan s 
despatch in inciting the Southern Government 
into retaliatory action. He heads the tele- 
graphic correspondence with the ominous 
words, "SoktKTUixo Oct," implying that w* 
may look to Montgomery fur something start- 
ling, and yet, strange to say, he doe* not, not- 
withstanding his perfect knowledge of the incor- 
rectness of the despatch from which he antici- 
pate* such important consequence*, inform the 
public, or even throw out the slightest hint, that 
every word telegraphed by his friend Duncan 
totheSonth is not gospel truth.

We would Jo Blanton Duncan no injurtica 
and, if he has any explanation to make of 
what we allege against him and will make it 
in courteous language, we shall with pleasure 
publish it for him. Ha* lie acnt a true des- 
patch to Montgomery- to correct that which 
was not true? 

*S»* Ken tuck mils, the organ of tho seces- 
sionists tells you quite complacently that your 
State will be out of the Union in a few days. 
We are most graciously permitted a short lime 
to put our houses in order and arrange our af- 
fairs before the bad and guilty leaders of the 
rebellion against our fathers' government pre- 
cipitate us into civil war. Ton may feel in- 
credulous, knowing that Kentucky is a loyal 
State, but there are secret agencies and inrlu- 
inces at work which seem resistless in their 
effects.

The mob at Rich- 
mond, swayed by the master spirits of the se- 
cession plot and urged on by Hunter, Msaon, 
and Wise, or by Rjger A. Eryor, who left the 
deliberation of the Convention to participate 
in the assault upon Kurt Sumpter, have fol- 
lowed up the Union members with contume- 
lious language aud personal indignities on the 
open streets, until finally the telegraph tells 
us that the handful of loyal men, who stood 
fast to the honor of their country until the 
last, have been compelled to fly in fear of their 
live* from the hands of ruffian*. Are the 
d«ys of Cromwell or of the French Revolution 
upon us, that freedom of speech is to be gag- 
ged by force and the voice of a deliberative 
assembly to be stided by coerrion and intimi- 
dation? 

The Courier would not have ventured to pro- 
claim so defiantly the ulterior object* of its 
secession friends, uor would it have the bold- 
ness to publhh its treason so openly, were 
there not secret influences at work to give it 
confidence in their accomplishment. We there- 
fore warn our Union-luving citizens to be on 
their guard and to !«• prepared at all point* 
to meet and repel the wily foe* of the United 
States Government.

The 
Confederacy argues, that, under existing cir- 
cumstances, there would he no violation of law 
ia doing whst iu querist suggests, but it state*, 
in addition, that it will ba the Confederate 
policy to Invade the North, and thus keep war 
away from its own homes.

We judge from this, a* well a* from other 
equally unequivocal indications, especially the 
proclamation from the Montgomery Onvera- 
ment giving notice of the issue of letter* of 
marque and reprisal, that the Southern Con- 
federacy is going to dash into the privateering 
business vigorously and at once If it can get 
the necessary water-craft. Of course the U 
8. Government will exercise its utmost vigi- 
lance to catch the privateer*, and the New 
York Chamber of Commerce, we perceive, 
asks that the privateersmen be hung as pirate*. 

It won't do however f jr the U. 8. Govern- 
ment to adopt any such policy a* that. Tba 
United State* ba* always theoretically and 
practically acknowledged and asserted the le- 
gitimacy of privateering on the part of belliger- 
ent powers, and onr Government, in it* nego- 
tiation* with European Government*, ha* 
stra.li'y resisted their proposal* that the right 
or practice should be abrogated by treaty. If 
the U. S. Gjvernment shall be mad enough to 
hang Southern men as pirates for privateering, 
the Sonthern Government will of course hang as 
many or twice as many or ten time* as many 
Northern men a* soon aa it can catch them.

The Goternor cf Indiana, it appears, 
it his duty to prohibit the parage 
through that State by railroad of articles 
contraband of war, though the transportation 
of all other articles is allowed as usual.

If, therefore, with s view to vi- 
olate such blockade, a ve«s«l shsll approach, or 
shall attempt to leave anv r.f the said ports, she 
will lie duly warned by the commander of one of 
the blockading vessel*, who will endorse on her 
register the fact at d date of such warning, and if 
thessms vessel shall sgtin sttempt to enter or 
leave the blockaded purf, she will I* captured snd 
sent to tbe nearest i mvenient port, for such pru- 
ce. dings aguin-t her aid her cargo ss pri/e as 
tnsv be deemed advisable. 

And I hereby proclaim and declare that if anv

William II. Sevvai-.i>, Secretary of State. 
Such is the full pur|H«c of the President as 
announced by himself under the seal of his 
gscat i fli.-e. What is it? It is to "repel ferce 
by force, " to blockade the ports of the seced- 
ing States in view of the granting by those 
States of letters of mar-pje and rejirisal against 
the commerce of the Union, and to hold btaWaV 
"at libertj" to retake the captured forts 
of the government,— though it is by no 
means certain that he will actually at- 
tempt this last, whilst he declares akaanja. 
ly that he will "not attempt to collect 
tbe duties and imports by any armed in- 
vasion of any part of the country." The unlv 
branch of the President's purpose that i- not 
defensive, it will thus be seen, is conditional 
and, in his discretion, may or may not be un- 
dertaken. Moreover, the whole purpose, in 
all iu length and breadth, is held subject to 
the decision of Congress, whic h assembles on 
the 4tb of July. Iu short, tbe puriiosc of the 
President amounts to a determination, pending 
the intermission of Congress, to uphold the 
authority of the government at all hazard* 
against further assault, and, so far as he may 
deem tit and practicable within the Umnds of 
the Constitution and the laws, to redress by 
force tlie injury of past assault*. This is 
the purpose he officially proclaim-. Wc 
be lieve the la-t-meulioned part of this purpose 
to be indefeuaible in policy and ruinous in ten- 
deney, aud we have strongly condeinued it as 
such, but it reauinly .j not involve ibe sub- 
jugation of the South. The assertion or sug- 
gestion that il docs appears to us to be the 
veriest raving of sectional frenzy. Hat pur- 
pose of the President, as solemnly and distinct- 
ly announced by himself, is not to subjugate 
the South, but lo defend the authority ot 
the government, and, if he shall think proper, 
tu attempt to seize back again what lu.s bei n 
seized from it. It is a sad abuse of words and 
a sadder abuse of things to call this rakjnas 
BBB. The avowed purpose of the President 
i* not to invade and overrun nt-l siibj-ct th, 
seceding States hut to dj only what he con- 



is ni"st grievously mi-'aken in his choice of 
moans, but this docs not change the essential 
character of his purpose. And a brave and 
intelligent people should do themselves and the 
country and humanity the justice to reeognizo 
the fact in season. The Government, as judged 
by its own otlieial declarations, therefore, 
dix-s not contemplate the subjugation of the 
South. 

Nor does; it, as judged by the construction 
pat upon these declaration? by the conserva- 
tives cf the North. W* yesterday published 
the speech of Senator Douglas on Tuesday at 
Columbus, and a short passage frjm the speech 
of the Hon. Daniel S. Dickinson at the great 
mmimt in New York last Saturday night. 
Wc publish to-day the speech of F.x-Secretary 
Dix at the same meeting; and the speech of 
Mr. Fillmore at a meeting in Buffalo several 
days befure. Let these speeches lie carefully 
weighed They shuw what tha Northern 
Iriends of the South understand the purpose of 
the President to bo. Ttiev p>int out why the 
Northern friends of the S uth bark the Presi- 
dent in his purpose. They confirm beyond 
dl-pute the judgment that the Government does 
not contemplate the subjugation of the South. 
No sound and healthful nun. I could even with- 
out any special assurance to the contrary liar- 
lior the suspicion thst such ttiedand dauntless 
friends of Southern .rights as Dix and 
Dukin-iin and Douglss and Cass and 
Fillmore and Hunt and Cochrane and 
Brady an.l Pierce and Gushing and Butler 
and hundred.* of thousand* of other- a* faith- 
ful as they would second a R -publican Presi- 
dent in any attempt or seeming attempt to sub- 
limate the Smth. The thought does violence 
lo the fitness of things. It is an insult to the 
human reason. But we are nut left to irresis- 
tible inference alone on this head. These dis- 
linguis'eied Northern conservatives have sjioken 
for themselves. They have declared why they 
stand by the PaWktaaa in his present pui-isase. 
liead the speech uf Dix and the speech ol 
Fillmore, and learn the reason. Wc do not 
subscribe to it. It doesn't sati-fy us. We 
deem ii wholly inconc lusive. We think they 
all err grievously with the President; but this 
does not diminish the force of their testimony 
to the fact that the purpose ot the President is 
not to overrun and subjugate the South. And 
on this point it seems to n» that their testi- 
mony is or should be decisive. 

Lastly, fellow- citizens, and in addition to 
all this, is it credible, does it fall within the 
bounds of rational credulity, that the President 
and his Cabinet, a body of intelligent ard 
Christian men of large experience in affairs, 
standing beneath the gaze of the world at the 
head of a free government bun with internal 
dissensions and tottering to its fall, could de- 
lilicratcly conceive a purpose at once so crimi- 
nal and so chimerical, so fiendish and so 
visionary, so infamous and so impossible, as 
that of wielding one half of the nation tu 
uvcrnin and en-lave the other hall? We put 
the question to your grssd sense. D the thing 
to be believed? Docs it fall very mm h short 
of a downright ulisurdity? Taken together 
with the other points we have considered, is it 
nut utterly and absolutely incredible? Aa- 
sur. dly il is to us. 

We, accordingly, conclude that the Govern- 
ment dues nut contemplate the subjugation uf 
the South. Tuis is not its purpuse. The 
charge to the contrary is a false and mischiev- 
ous one, which but serves to hurry events to- 
wards a pass at which they may break through 
all purpu-es except the infinite purposes of 
God. The direc t and inevitable tendency of 
the charge is lo hasten on a pure war of sec- 
tions, precipitating the solid N irth upon the 
S .uth and the solid Stuth upon the North in 
a protracted internecine struggle, spreading 
destruction and desolation from one side of 
the mangled at d perishing Uepublie to the 
other, and whelming the comment in the best 
blood of the freest |. ..pie of all time. And 
yet the Union m. n or the laic Union 
men of U.c State of Tennessee with 
John Bell ut thi ir hcud are shunting 
this empty but fc-ailul charge with a peal that 
falls upon our saddened hearts almost like the 
knell of American Utterly. Oh, il is strange, 
it is (lassing strange, it is totally incompre- 
hensible to us, that men with manly sympa- 
thies in their breasts, with intellect enough to 
gain the car of society, and nut corrupted by 
atnbitiun nor debased by fear, could be pre- 
vailed upon by any ciiise to commit an act of 
ana Rtupeiiiluus and suicidal folly. Surely 
they know not what they do. 

Car A few days ago the cditi r of the Lmis- 
ville Courier, ulthuugh expressing his full con- 
viction that no Border Suites Convention 
would be held, said that his s..es.-ion ft lends 
in Kentucky would go ta the pulls and vote, 
and he tuld them that th.-y must give a ma- 
jority of at least a hundred thuusand for the 
secession ticket. Now however he tells the 
public that the secession ticket is or will be 
withdrawn, and, that his seeetisioii friends 
throughout the Slate will not go to the jsdls 
on the 4th of May at all. 

Well, the secessionists can of course vote in 
the election or let il alone just as they please, 
hut the Uni ■ men will vote at any rate, and, 
if lliey are as true in Ihein-ekes and to iheir 
country as wc believe them to lie, they will 
vote their whole strength.

Surely that was a proclamation that Kentuckv is 
now defenceless, the only point of en. | airy be- 
ing whether she shall remain so. Therefore, 
let our neighbor's denunciations, like the stones 
thrown up by volcanoes, fall back into the 
month that uttered them, for thev can have no 
fitter abiding place. 

We are in favor of having Kenturky armed, 
and armed e ft'eetually, as soon as this can be 
done according to the regular forms of law,— 
armed, not for aggression, not for participa- 
tion in the miserable war between the North 
and the South, but for the maintenance of her 
position of neutrality between the warring sec- 
tions and for the expulsion of all invading bel- 
ligerents from her borders. Certainly we 
would have Kentucky armed, but we do no 1 
well know how to exhort her upon this subject 
without betraying, as the Courier docs, the 
fact that she is now comparatively unarmed, 
and, as the Courier says, "defenceless." And 
we may well set about inepiiring how, in the 
present state of sectional jealousies and suspi- 
cions, the work of arming her is to be accom- 
plished. We may well enipiirc where wc arc 
to procure the arms even if a half million or a 
mmm million be raised to pay for them. Day 
before yesterday we heard a very handsome 
premium c ft' , red fur every Sharpe's rifle that 
should bo furnished here, and tho gentleman, 
to whom the offer was m ule, determined to go 
to New York at once and try to procure the 
ariieles wanted. Bat he might as well spare 
him-i-lf the expense nnd troubled' the journey, 
for, since the raising of troops to fight against 
the U.S. Government under the I! ag of the 
Southern Confederacy has lieen not only toler- 
ated but openly encouraged in Kentucky, and 
tine-: all the disunion organc in Kentucky have 
proclaimed that she will, within the briefest 
practicable time, enroll herself as a member of 
that Confederacy, her people have not the 
slightest earthly chance nf obtaining rifles or 
any other munitions of war from New York 
or any other non slave-holding State in the 
country. The purchase cannot lie made in 
any one of those States, and, even if it could, 
the transportation could by no p,»s.sihility be 
effected. 

Where then arc arms fob" had to relieve 
Kentucky from what the Courier tells the 
world is her "defenceless" condition? Cer- 
tainly not from Virginia, for Virginia's own 
people, according to authentic statements in 
her own secession organs, are unarmed to a 
most deplorable extent, having neither rifles, 
niu-keis, powder, nor the materials of which 
powder is made, and lering, since the destruc- 
tion uf the aurks at Harper's Ferry, without 
a single establishment in which small arms 
can la- manufactured. There is not now, so 
far a* we know or believe, a solitary manufac- 
tury nt -mall arms in any one of the sluvc- 
holding Stat.:-; and, althuugh the troops in 
several of these Slates have a considerable 
ipiantity of arms seized fioin U. S. forts, ar- 
mories, arsenals, £e. , they have by no means 
enough fur their own purposes and ccrt.iinlv 
none tu sjmre to u». Und nibtedly the people 
of the South and of the Border Stales, instead 
of depending, us they have always done, ujsm 
the North for all the munitions af war, should 
-establish manufactories of arms within their 
own borders, but this would reouirj so much 
time that BOM will dream of undertaking it 
in tht> way of preparation for tho terrible exi- 
gency that is now upon us. 

So we mii-t, willingly or unwillingly, accept 
the lamentable truth, that K -ntm ky, if not as 
"defenceless" as the Courier calls her, is com- 
paratively unarmed, and likely to remain ■,<> 
tor at li'ti-i a con-iderable lime, and the asaaV 
tion is what un ler such circumstances -houl.l be 
her policy. In our opiniun, it should be, 
under the present inauspicious circumstances, 
exactly what it might best be if arms were 
abundant within her limits,— '.he juilie-y af 
neutrality between two belligerent powers in a 
war which she has earnestly deprecated and 
had no agency in bringing about — the poliey 
of a neutrality as well armed as she has the 
means of arming it. She should not, unarmed 
ur armed, go into a war got up and prosecuted 
in lull J and reckless defiance of her wishes and 
prayers and her dearest and most vital inter- 
ests, a war which she abhors, and a war, 
which, whether it result in favor of the United 
States or of the Confederate States, must 
paralyze her business and to a great extent 
cast down the pillars of her prosperity. We 
say that il would be wanton and silly and 
criminal in our people to plunge into this re- 
volting war even if they were thoroughly 
armed; but, unarmed as they are and must 
probably continue for a long period to bo, it 
would be downright insanity. We ap|*-al tu 
no man's fears, we would not have our fcllow- 
Kentuckians shrink from duty or from the 
maintenance af their just rights and their 
pride of character even if they had no 
weapon within all their borders more formid- 
able than a spit or a pitchfork; but when, 
without provocation, without any infringe- 
ment upon their rights and privileges or 
any insult to their dignity, they are ad- 
vised by reckless and |s?stilent counsellors 
1 1 declare, or rather to take up, an immediate 
war against the three great nun-slaveholding 
States ii|Kin their Isirdcr, they may well con- 
sider whether they are in a condition to enter 
upon any such wild crusade. The ]- ople of 
those States are as brave and as resolute as we 
are and more than five times as numerous and 
more than live times as well armed; and, before 
we trample their friendship under our feet and 
send to them the tierce shout of war across the 
narruw stream that divides us and them, we 
certainly may. without exposing ourselves to 
any just imputation of cowardice, sit down 
.calmly and count the cost. We tan shut onr 
eyes convulsively if we will, but we had better 
the moral courage to look at things as 
they are and as they must be. At the end ot 
one month after our going into the Southern 
( onfoderacy and thus adopting its dec laration 
of war against the I'nitcd States, swarms of 
armed men will be poured in u]K)n us along 
our w hole line, and, even though every man of 
us were opial to the ls-st of the three hundred 
.-sjiHrtans al Thermopylae all our cities and 
towns and villages and farmhouses and fields 
will be one broad scene of blood an.l ruin and 
desolation. ( hir whole land will be as if a rain 
of lire and brimstone had fallen upon it from 
Heaven. What would be more easy for the 
men on the Indiana shore, if we choose to 
make them our enemies, than to destroy Louis- 
ville, unarmed Leouisville, in three hours, with 
a battery throwing shell and hot shot? And 
do wc not all kuow, that, in such a war be- 
tween neighbors as this would be, reciprocal 
injuries and outrages, magnified aud distorted 
by Humor's myriad tongues, would very soon 
prov oke both parties to do their worst? And 
pray with what amount uf complacency would 
those of our merchants, who now want disun- 
ion for the sake of Southern trade, regard the 
success of their patriotic labors when our city 
should be reduced to ashes or made tbe head- 
.(uartersuf a hostile and ferocious enemy?

And now a heavy battery is planted at Mem- 
phis to bring to passing boats, and the last 
intelligence is, that, on account no doubt of 
the alleged seizure and confiscation of certain 
articles at Cincinnati, four boats, bound up 
the river from New < >r leans, are lo be seized 
by the Memphis people."

The present attitude of Virginia is 
extraordinary. None of ber peopl 
violently in favor of disunion, claim that she 
s out of the Union. They all admit that she 
is still a portion of the United States. Her 
late convention had no power, nor did it even 
prete.id to have power, to take her out of the 
Confederacy. The most that the convention, 
by the terms of the legislative act calling it, 
had power to do, was to pass an ordinance in 
favoi of secession, snch ordinance to he of no 
■ il . t unlets indorsed and ratified by a vote of 
the people of the State. The ordinance) is to 
be voted on by the people on the fourth Thurs- 
day in May, and of course, until that time, 
Virginia is just as much in the Uuion as she 
to her own theory. 



But just look at the course of conduct 
which Virginia, to all intents and purpose* a 
member of the Union, is pursuing. She seixes 
tbe Portsmouth navy -yard, she takes forcible 
possession uf all the United States munitions 
of war that she can lay her hands on, she 
captures United States vessels of all kinds 
wherever she can find them, and she is mus- 
tering men by tens of thousands to attack 
Washington City, drive the Government from 
Use District of Columbia, and subvert and de- 
stroy the Constitution of the country. She is 
doing in all respects exactly what it might be 
suppoaeil she would do if her ordinance uf se- 
cession were in full < tfvt and she 
larly at war with the United States. 

This is the spirit that has been manifested 
by the secessionist* everywhere. In 
Stale where that spirit has prevailed, those 
guv c-rncd by it have acted upon the notion thw 
their mere determination or desire to secede 
authorized them to regard secession as an ac- 
tually accomplished thing, to seize and confis- 
cate every species of U. S. property upon land 
and water, and to wage war against the U. S 
Uuvernment. And perhaps we had better pre- 
pare ourselves to lock fur something of the 
or at least an attempt at it in Kentucky. If 
our Governor or our Legislature, now soon to 
assemble, call a Convention, and if the Con- 
veniiun shall pass a secession ordinance to be 
voted on by our people, we may rest assured 
that the bitter an.l infuriated 
scorning to wait an.l see whether the ordii 
is approved or rejected by tbe p pular 
will instantly regard secession as a perfected 
thing, wage immediate war in the nominal be- 
half of Kentucky against the United Stales,

Lbttlks «.i M ikcji i — < bjt treaties wiili 
Great Britain, Franco, Trussta, Spain, Hol- 
land, Srcdcn, Columbin, Chili, and other 
nations c mtain stipulations that no subject or 
citizen of either country shall accept a com- 
mission or letter of marque to assist an enemy 
in hostilities against the oilier, tinder pain of 
being treated a. a pirate. Letters of marque 
were first issued in Kngland by Elward I for 
tlie aeizitre al the enemy * vessel* and of re- 
prisal and retaliation upon the enemy at sea. 
They ar* grantable by the law B nations, and 
allow the ownert of private armed vessels to 
appropriate to themselve* the properly or a 
large portion of the property they may capture, 
and the owners are requested by the ordinance 
of the commercial States to give adequate se. 
cunty that they will conduct thecrnise accord- 
ing to the laws and usage l of war and the 
I instruction* of the government, and that they 
will regard the right* of neutrals and bring 
, in their prizes for aJjudicaUon. Kent's Com- 
mentaries says these checks are essential to the 
character and safety of maritime nations, as 
privateering under :iil the restrictions which 
have been adopted is very liable to abase. The 
ohject is not fame or chivalric warfare, but 
plunder and prolit. Kft'oru have been made 
from time to time to abolish the practice, but 
they have been feeble anJ fruitless, notwith- 
standing that enlightened and enlarged con- 
siderations of national policy have shown it lo 
be for the general benefit of mankind lo ob- 
struct as little as possible the freedom and se- 
curity of commercial intercourse among the 
nations. Before a privateer can be lilted out 
it is necessary- for the persons who intend to 
man her Ui obtain letters of marque from the 
goccrBment whose subject* they are, author- 
i/.tng them to commit hostilities, and that they 
conform strictly to the rules luid down for the 
regulation of their conduct. All private indi- 
viduals attacking others at sea, unless empow- 
ered by letters af marque, are to lie considered 
pirates, and may be treated as such either by 
those they attack or bv their own government. 

It will be rvrollivtod that the plenipotentiu- 
rietof Great Britain, Austria, France, Prus- 
sia, Russia, Sardinia and Turkey, signed the 
treaty of 1'aris on the aoth of March, IMft, 
which contained the following declarations : 
I. Privateering is, and remains, abolished. 2. 
Tnc neutral Hag covers enemies' goods, 
with the exception of contraband cf war. 3. 
The neutral goods, with the exception of con- 
traband of war, are not liable to capture under 
enemies' Hags. 4. Blockades, in order to he- 
binding, must be effective ; that is to say, 
maintained by a force sufficient really to pre- 
vent access to the coast a| the enemy. Mr. 
Marry, then Secretary of State under Pierce, 
when our Government was asked to accede to 
the action of the Paris Congress, said these 
four points were indivisible, because lie could 
not accept the first point, Ihe alsilition of pri- 
vateering, but he proposed two distinct amend- 
menu: I. Kither to add to the lir»; proposi- 
tion in the declaration of the Congress of Paris, 
" And thut the private property of the subjects 
or citizens of a belligerent on the high seas 
shall be exempt Irum seizure by public armed 
vessels of the other belligerents, excejit il be 
contraband,' or, 'J, to adopt the *Jd, 3d, and 
4th pn.pu.ition* without the firsL Mr. Caas 
has more recently held communications with 
European governments, but the policy of the 
United Stales has never been to give up 
tbe prac tice of privateering on account of the 
insulhcic ncy of her navy.

Vice President Stei-iikn< at Kiciimdkh. 
The Hon. A. II. Stepnens of Georgia spoke at 
Kiehmond. Va. lust Monday night. In the 
close uf hi. speech, he maJc a most vehement 
appeal to the people of Virginia to prepare 
vigorously for tlie war. He .aid: 

be prepared: stand to your arms — defend your 
wive, and firesides. Kaiher thin be conquered 
let every second man rally lo drive back tbe in- 
vader, i he conrtict mav be terrible, but tbe vic- 
tory will lie ours. Virginians, said he, you light 
for the preservation of vour sacred rights — the 
land of Patrick Henrv— to keep from desecration 
the tomb of Washington, tbe graves of Madison, 
Jefferson, and all you bold most dear. 

These remarks af Mr. Stephens at Kiehmond 
are in very remarkable contrast with what be 
said to the people of the South during his trip 
three or four day ■ before to Kiehmond from 
Montgomery. lie is reported to have made 
speeches all along the route, counselling the 
people to be quiet, tolling them to go on with 
their planting and other accustomed vocations, 
aasuriug them that they had nothing to appre- 
hend from the war, that peace would prevail 
among them and all existing excitement be 
put down. I ) yes, he could give such counsel 
and such assurances in his own section in the 
extreme Siuth where disunion had its origin 
and its consummation, he could tell the people 
there that tbry might safely go on with their 
daily business and give no thought to a war 
that would be kept far aloof from them, but, 
when he gets up into the Border State of Vir- 
ginia, a Slate dragged by the extreme South 
out ol the Union in defiance of the struggling 
will of a large majority oj her citizens, he rises 
and proclaims to the people that they must "be 
prepared," that they must -stand to their 
arms," that they must "defend their wive* an.l 
firesides," that '-every second man must rally 
to drive back the invader," that they have "a 
terrible conflict before them," that they must 
fight for their "sacred rights" and keep the 
toil of their State - from desecration."

*»t)n Salurduy a gentleman called on us, 
who, on account of ill-health, was recently a 
sojourner in Florida, and who has just 
come through Georgia, South Carolinu, Ala- 
bama, and Mississippi. He says that the peo- 
ple of the rest of the country have no concep- 
tion of the rush which the people of all those 
Slates have for some days past been making 
and are now making for Kiehmond, ihe head- 
quarters of the Southern army destined for the 
conquest of Washington City an.l the Distric t 
of Columbia. He says, that, in all his jour- 
ney, he did not see a solitary railroad train, 
going in the direction of Kiehmond, that was 
not loaded with troops and munitions. From 
Charleston alone, during the two days he wat 
there, 4,<MM> armed men started for the Virginia 
rendezvous. He stales that these general and 
rapid movements are not reported in the pa- 
pers of the Confederate States, hut he has no 
doubt that the army al Kiehmond will prove 
tremendous in its strength of numb rs. He tells 
us that all the men he met with, military officers

«#-< )n Thursday last a delegation of patri- 
otic citizens of Louisville and Covington and 
Newport and other towns of Kentuiky met in 
public conference wiih the authorities and 
leading citizens of Cincinnati respecting the 
best means of preserving the peace between 
Ohio and Kentucky. We republished in the 
Journal of Saturday from the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial of the day before a full report of the 
proceedings of this friendly conference. For 
the sake of distinctness, however, we repro- 
duce below so much of this report as is neces- 
sary to present the net resu't of the con- 
ference: 

The meeting was called to order hy his Honor, 
Mayor Hatch, who stated that it was convened to 
confer with delegates from Louisville, Covington, 
Newport, and ither portion* of tbe country, in 
regard to the shipment of produce, 4c , to South- 
ern ports, and to deliberate on tbe policy to be 
pursued in the pr«*nt momentous crisis between 
Kentucky on the one hand, and Ohio on the other. 
He called upon Kufus King, Ksq . to Hat* in 
greater detail the object of the meeting. 

MR. KIXCl C11VF.S TUB HAJSD OF WELCOME. 

.Vr. .I/in/or aaa* (icntlemen: 

I do not know that I can explain th* object of 
this meeting anv better than anv of the other 
gentlemen on this floor. We have met here to 
give tbe hand of welcome to our brethren of Ken- 
tucky. I w*s entirely unaware of their presence 
in our city till a few moment n ago. I can s.y to 
them that tbe friendly feelings of the people of 
< ihio for the people of" Kentucky are unchanged; 
that they are tlie same to day that they were 
years ago. and they wUl remain the sain* in the 
future. (Applause.) 

In the days of the past the fathers of the peo- 
of Kentucky, when our people were in danger, 
cross, d the t Ihio, marched tu the frontiers, and 
protected us from the most terrible of foes, ll 
will never be forgotten, and that feeling of grat- 
itude is as warm to day as iu limes past.

which all good citizens must deprecate. 

I'n'il there is such circumstantial evidence as 
to create a moral certainty of an immediate inten- 
tion to use arms against us, I should not lie will- 
ing to order their seizure. Much less would 1 lie 
willing to interfere with transportation of provi- 
sions. 

Having every confidence that your prudence 
and discretion will avoid every just cause of com- 
plaint on the part of our Kentucky neighbors, I

moii-l, by the authorities and leading citizens 
of Cincinnati, and, according to positive as 
well as these high circumstantial assurances, 
expressive of "the feeling of the people of 
Ohio." Such is the result brought about or 
brought to light hy the conference of Thursday. 
Nothing more gratifying or more authoritative 
could be justly required. The mission of our 
public-spirited citizens proved a complete sue 
cea*. Il was and is so hailed universally by 
our people. 

But, though the Governor and mem- 
bers of the Legislature of ( Ihio and the 
authorities and leading citizens of Cincin- 
nati and the people of < Ihio at large approve 
the policy in question, nobody, we presume, 
here or in ( Ihio, was silly enough to 
that the scattered madcaps and zealots 
State, the Hats and bravos who corres- 
pond to the secessionists-at-all-hazard* 
amongst ourselves, would fail to condemn the 
policy with characteristic bitterness.
